Matt Pinkerton’s Raid Side-Tracked with 
Suavity and Ease.

Before the mile was trotted Monroe Salis- 
bury, to whom Jones last July sold an inter- 
est in Alix, took a seat in the judges’ stand. 

The spectacle was a brilliant one, The 


grand stand was packed full of people, all on 
their feet. andin a quiver of intense, sup- 
pressed excitement. Among these was Sen- 


it here. He remarked: 

I have beaten the record and I am satis- 
fied. Alix came into my possession when she 
was a yearling. I secured her at a combination 
sale in Chicago and shipped her td David City, 
Nebraska. Her first race was in June, 1890, 
as a 2-year-old at Beatrice. I had broken her 
the same spring. She is now 6 years old. 
Last year she made a record of 2:07%. This 
year she started in with 2:11 at Council 
Bluffs. Last July I sold an interest in her to 
Monroe Salisbury. Alix has not a blemish or 
a pimple on her.

The performance of Alix so eclipsed all the 
other good events of the afternoon as to make 
them seem commonplace. The 2:21 pace, 
two heats of which were paced Tuesday, was 
finished.

The 3-year-old 3:00 pace 
was disastrous to the bettors, who placed large 
amounts an Ethel A. This speedy filly broke 
so badly the first heat she was distanced.

THE EVENTFUL HISTORY OF ALIX. 


How the Pretty Mare Developed into a 
World Champion. 


The new champion will be the most popu- 
larone since Goldsmith Maid. Her history 
is full of incident and interest, Alix was 
foaled in 1888 and was raised at Muscatine. 
Ia., by Daniel Hayes, a prominent and 
wealthy business-man and one of the pioneer 
trottimg-horse breeders of the West. When 
Mr. Hayes retired from extensive breeding 
operations in 1889 he sold the filly at auction 
in Chicago and she was bought for about 
5900 by Morris J. Jones, who then lived in 
Nebraska, but is now a resident of Red Oak. 
la. Mr. Jones put her into the hands of J. B. 
Chendler, now well known as the driver of 
Online (27073), Ontonian (2:07), etc. In 
the fall of 1890 Chandler trotted her a few 
races at the fairs in Iowa. finally giving her a 
record of 2:30 at Independence on the fa- 
mous kite-shaped track.

fined to the Northern States. Along the bor- 
der between North and South there are scat- 
tered districts once rock-rooted in their 
Democracy which now report serious disaf- 
fection.

At the ensuing term of the Superior Court 
of the United States, ‘which begins next 
month, an attempt will be made to secure a 
writ of certiorari on behalf of G. M. McDon- 
ald, President of the Guaranty Bond and In- 
vestinent company, whom Judge Grosscup 
sentenced to imprisonment for eleven months 
and to pay a fine of $1,000 for carrying on a 
lottery concern in the West. An appeal was 
taken from this decision, but the Circuit 
Court affirmed the ruling of Judge Grosscup, 
and the attorneys for the accused then tried 
other tactics. y came to Washington in 
quest of Associate Justice Harlan to make ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpys,. but 


were informed they would have to apply to 


the Supreme Court for such an order; that it 
was not in the province of an Associate Jus- 
tice to grant such a request after one Judge 
had made ruling and it had been affirmed by 
a higher tribunal. 3 

Assistant Attorney-General’ Thomas of 
the Postofflee Department, who  repre- 
sen the Department of Justice, re- 
marked that mainly through the ef- 
fortsof Tus Cuicaco Tkisune a stop had 
been put to the operations of these bond in- 
véestinent vom panies throughout the West and 
Northwest.

But we 
scotched the parent of the entire brood when 
we broke up the Chicago and St. Louis cop- 
cern presided over by McDonald, and we have 
never regretted our action for ap instant. 

A great deal of credit is due Tue Tinu 
far the part it took in bringing about this re. 
sult, for that paper made it well nigh impos- 
sible for any of these concerns to do any busi- 
ness at all in territory which embraced its many 
readers. Ever since the conviction of Me- 
Donald. and the.consequent sentence and fine 
by Judge Grosscup, the other concerns of this 
character have kept pretty well out of sight. 
Information has been given the Postoffice De- 
partment that there is a concern stili engaged 
in this spe¢ies of business, which makes the 
claim it has been engaged in this work since 
1889. As soon, however, as any complaint 
reaches tle department as to the character of 
its business a rapid prosecution wili be in or- 
der, for we propose to stamp out such swind- 
ling concerns.“

They think the 
stockholders should stand a sharp as.

bondholders should also scale dodo and 
perhaps contribute to a fund to bring the road 
down-town. But the first mortgage bonds they 
believe should be left alone. The stockholders, 
on the other hand, are violently opposed to any 
assessment and some of them declare that they 
can stave off a reorganization until either busi- 
ness improves so that there will be a better out- 
look for all the securities or until the holders of 
the bonds are tired of delay and will be ready to 
consider making some reasonable concession. 

There was no definite action taken at the meet- 
ing yesterday, Indeed there was not a large 


enough interest represented to warrant any rad- | 


ical step. The management of the company, 
however, appreciates that a more active policy 
must be introduced and some plans regarding 
the down-town terminal are likely tobe drawn 
soon. Inthe conversation yesterday, plans for 
coming down Wabash avenue and also for com- 
ing down Clark street were considere® There 
has been some talk of organizing an independent 
company to build the down-town terminal 
but some of the large holders of Alley 
securities are opposed to that plan. It 
now seems probable that after some further con- 
ference on the matter the larger interests will 
agree upon a policy for the down-town extension 
and make some propesition to the junior security 
- holders to reise the money necessary for carrying 
it through. Some of the directors at. least have 
pretty fully made up their mind that if a right 
of way is séeured it will have to be secured as 
the Lake street company got its way to Wabash 
avenue, by simply paying for it with bonds. It 
is interesting in that connection to k now that the 
plans of the Lake street contemplate building 
to the east side of Wabash avenne, which will 
prevent the Alley road coming down Wabash av- 
enue farther than Lake street, and would there- 
fore prevent the execution of a plan that was at 
one time in bigh favor for building a terminal on 
the old Central Market property at State street 
and the river.

Their very instinct taught them 
what they were not able to emphasize by lan- 
gu An observation of social conditions and 
the inevitable laws of evolution in government 
has undoubtedly taught you that no reforms of 
any sort are possible except thfough ofwanized 
bodies and political parties and that the sooner 
women accept their obligations as citizens 
on these lines the quicker they will at- 
tam recognition as an active force whose 
influence is for the general welfare. 
As ardent Republicans I am sure we both be. 
lieve that the success of the Republican party 
just now is of vital consequence to the welf of 
the country and that the appearance of the 
women of IIlinois in the political field in the 
province which so emphatically 1 to them 
—the educational interests of the State—is most 
fortunately timed to arouse their enthusiasm.

Mrs. Alice Asbury Abbott, Chairman Women's 
Lilinois Republican Committee—My Dear 
Madam: In reply to your request it gives me 
pleasure to express my hearty indorsement of the 
movement of the women of Illinois. No State 
in the union should be in advance of our own in 
everything that contributes to the prosperity and 
progress of the people.

THE CIVIC FEDERATION 
GAMBLERS. 

The war between the Civic Federation and 
the gamblers is fairly on and, despite the 
temporary setback at Varnell’s, owing to the 
interposition of friendly constables and a 
convenient Justice of the Peace, it will be 
waged to the bitter end. The sympathy and 
good wishes of all good and law-abiding citi- 
zens will be arrayed on the side of the federa- 
tion in its contest with the gamblers, with 
their sy mpathizing Justices, and with the os? 
tensible ignorance of the Mayor and his 
police. 

The defiance of law and order at Varnell’s 
gambling den was a civic disgrace. It shows 
that the gamblers, relying upon Hopkins’ 
policy not to interfere with them, have be- 
come emboldened to resist the law. Upon 
this occasion they not only violently at- 
tacked the détectives who had warrants for 
their arrest, but proceeded to arrest the de- 
tectives themselves upon warrants issued by 
a convenient and obliging Evanston Justice. 
They secured a temporary triumph and, 
mean while, the city police, instead of helping 
to break up this notorious den, stood by and 
watched the proceedings and thus gave, 80 
far as they could, their countenance and favor 
to the gamblers who are making their month- 
ly contributions to the Democratic treasury. 

The raid upon Varnell's den Tuesday and 
that made yesterday upon Condon’s Quincy 
street den show the hypocrisy of Hopkins and 
Brennan when they declare that they have no 
knowledge of gambling helis in Chicago. The 
Quincy street den is buta few blocks from 
the City Hall. The Clark street den is within 
its very shadow. The Civic Federation knew 
it was a gambling hell. So did the constables 
who served the warrants of the convenient 
Evanston Justice. So did the police who 
stood idly by and did nothing. So did the 
thousands of people who congregated in the 
street and watched this insurrecnon against 
the authority of the law. If the Mayor and 
the Chief of Police had but opened their win- 
dows they could have witnessed the disgrace- 
ful scenes going on right before them, and 
had they been officials with any sense of their 
duty they would have sent policemen with in- 
structions to help close that hell hole instead 
of sending them with instructions to do noth- 
ing. 

The failure of the police to take any part in 
the closing up of this den is not only proof 
that the Mayor and Chief of Police are well 
aware where these gambling hells are, but it 
also demonstrates that there is an understand- 
ing between them that there shall be no police 
interference so long as they, the gamblers,

continue to pay in their contributions to the 


treasury of Hopkins’ City Hall machine. It 
is proof that the police are utilized as pro- 
tectors of gamblers and other criminals. The 
Civic Federation, therefore, has not oniy to 
fight the gamblers and their protectors, the 
Justices, but it has to fight the city govern- 
ment, which is placing every possible obsta- 
cle in the way of the federation, The conduct 
of thapolice Tuesday is tantamount to the 
declaration of the City Hall gang that it will 
help law bréakers in their resistance to the 
law. This will not daunt or discourage the 
members of the federation, however. They 
have enlisted for the war and they will be 
sustained by every good and law-abiding 
citizen and by every friend of morality, law, 
and order. Public sentiment is on their side. 
They will be sustained not only in breaking 
up these dens but in breaking up the shops of 
Justices who side with the gamblers, in prose- 
cuting constables who have served void war- 
rants, in exposing the collusion which exists 
between the City Hailand the gamblers, in 
expdlaining why the police cannot be depended 
upon todo their duty in enforcing the mu- 
nicipal laws, and in prosecuting the owners 
of the apartments occupied by the * gamblers. 

If the Civic Federation should accomplish 
nothing else it will have done a great public 
service in relieving the ignorance of the Mayor 
and his officials. They have no longer the ex- 
cuse to offer that they do not know gambling 
is carried on publicly. Mayor Hopkins now 
knows it, Chief of Police Brennan knows it, 
His police know it. The federation has ex- 
posed it right before their eyes. They know 
what the law is also. The wise thing for them 
todo now is to join the fdieration and help 
it close up these hells. If they do not then it 
will be apparent that these gamblers are pay- 
ing them hush money, either directly or to 
some go-between, for the benefit of the Dem- 
oecratic local treasury. 

In the meantime the federation should 
keep up its raids on these hell-holes and give 
the gamblers no rest. It should vigorously 
prosecute every man who rents premises 
where gambling is carried on, and it should 
be the duty of every good citizen to attend the 
great mass-meeting at Central Music Hall 
next Sunday afternoon and help make such a 
demonstration as will convince the gambiers 
and their friends ia the City Hall that the peo- 
ple are in earnest when they demand these 
dens of dishonesty, swindimg, and infamy 
shall be closed. 


THE NEW YORK REPUBLICAN TICKET. 

The enthusiastic nomination of the Hon. 
Levi P. Morton for Governor of New York is 
an omen of Republican success in that State 
in November. It was the largest convention 
ever held in New York and there were not 
Wanting numerous candidates for the Guber- 
natorial honor. There were ex-State Senator 
Fassett, famous for his assaults upon Tam- 
many, Cornelius N. Bliss, the eloquent Gen. 
Stewart L. Woudford, Gen. Daniel Butter- 
field, and others, any one of whom would 
make an ideal Governor, but before thc first

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DEEP WATER WAYS ‘CONVENTION. 

The members of the convention sitting in 
Toronto this week are far from being unani- 
mous in their views as to the best route to be 
choseu for a deep waterway from the intgrior 
to the seaboard. Naturally enough the 
Canadian delegates hold that the best route to 
the ocean is through Canadian territory, and 
some of them take the ground that the Amer- 
ican Governinent ought to bear a large part 
of the cost of work to be done north of the 
border, alleging that the Western and North- 
western States have more to gain by the 
deepening of the artificial waterways than 
have the provinces of the Dominion.” As 
leading up to those one speaker has suggested 
that before the work is undertaken an inter- 
national high court ought to be appointed by 
the United States and the British Empire, to 
which all questions in dispute should be 
relegated, the findings of this court to be 
final in all cases. He urged that if some 
such tribunal were decided on the probability 
of war between the two countries would be no 
greater than between two States of the Amer- 
ican Union. 

Engineer Cooley of the Chicago Drainage 
Commission said a stronger sentiment could 
be raised in favor of a twenty-six foot chan- 
nel to the ocean than for the proposed mini- 
mum of twenty feet, and pointed out the fact 
that 90 per cent of the cities of the United 
States are situated on navigable waters. He 
said the cities are transportation centers and 
it is not in the interests of railroad men to 
fight against deep waterways. The railroads 
that are making profits are those running in 
connection with water transportation. But he 
laid great stress upon the importance of do- 
mestic traffic in determining the route of the 
canal, saying there never had been a time 
when the Welland Canal and the route down 
the St. Lawrence was not a better ome than 
the Erie. and there never had been a time 
when the Erie did not carry five times as 
much traffic as the St. Lawrence route. He 
was in favor of building a new canal from the 
Niagara River to Lake Ontario via Lockport, 
N. V., which would tLrow the Welland Canal 
out of use and divert the traffic that now 
passes across the Canadian Niagara penin- 
sula into a channel cut through American 
territory. Then he would havea twenty-six 
foot canal to the sea by way of Lake Cham. 
plain; with a view of subsequeatly deepening 
it to thirty feet. This canal would go through 
a populous region where a big domestic traffic 
would be assured, and he was of the opinion 
this would be the better route, even for Can- 
ada. The two improvements would cost 
about 50 million dollars, 23 millions of 
which would be for the canal around the Falls. 
The only other American route from Lake 
Ontario is that along the Mohawk Valley, and 
this is almost prohibitive, as the cost wouid 
be about $750, 000 per mile. 


THE GRAIN ELEVATOR TANGLE. 
The fact that Murry Nelson is the patriarch 


of the grain warehousing fraternity in this 
city has_ not saved him from indefinite sus- 
pension from the Board of Trade on the 
charge of having violated the elevator agree- 
ment. Mr. Nelson’s memory stretches back 
to the time when grain was brought into this 
city in farm wagons and sold over the pile“ 
in much the same way as it now changes own- 
ership at numerous country stations. Within 
his recollection the will of the elevator men 
was law on the Board of Trade, so far as it 
did not conflict with the law of the land, and 
there was no specia! law on the subject. Their 
consent had to be gaincd to the introduction 
of a system, of grain grading, to the appoint- 
ment of an inspector by the board, and to 
agree to make reports to the board as often 
as convenient to themselves, so that the Sec- 
retary of the organization could compile sta- 
tistics that would be of use to the members. 
For many years thereafter they were able to 
insist upon the delivery to some one of their 
houses of every parcel of grain that arrived 
in the city other than in wagons, and on its 
paying them a toll of not less than 2 cents 
per bushel, with additional charges for stor- 
age beyond a prescribed time. They had it 
in their power to control the loading of grain 
cargoes, so as to make it unpleasant for any 
shipper who vresumed to question the wisdom 
or justice of their conduct. In short, they 
were the autocrats of the grain trade and con- 
ducted it pretty much as they listed. 

All this Was so long ago that few members 
of the board today have any idea such condi- 
tions ever existed. They have talked about 
the recent attitude of the elevator men as if it 
were something hitherto unheard of, though 
the position was one that hardly would have 
been questioned in early days.“ But it is 
fair to presume that it has not faded from the 
memory of Mr. Nelson and that his recollec- 
tion had something to do with his refusal to 
pe bound by the new rule of the board, which, 
in his absence, had been agreed to by the 
other grain warchousemen as being to them a 
satisfactory settlement of a long pending diffi- 
culty. Of course it is understood that his sur- 
pension from the privileges of the floor arose 
out of the fact that ar President of the Na- 
tional Elevator company he refused to ratify 
an agreement that had been made by its Sec- 
retary. Out of this may arise a grave com- 
plication, Mr. Nelson being suspended as an 
individual member of the board on account 
of his position taken as President of a com- 
pany which is not a member, while he claims 
that he has violated no agreement by refusing 
to comply with the new rule requiring that 
storage rates be reduced or refusing to ask 
that his elevator be made regular. It is 
stated that his refusal was in accordance with 
instructions from the directors of his com- 
pany, most of whom are Eastern men, which

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OWNERSHIP OF RAILROADS. 

The facts stated in a report by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, in compliance 
with a Senate resolution introduced by Sena- 
tor Pettigrew, show that government owner- 
ship of railroads does not pay the government 
nor benefit the people. The following ten 
countries do not own or operate railroads: 
Colombia, Great Britain and Ireland, Mexico, 
Paraguay, Peru, Spain, Switzerland, Turkey. 
United States, and Uruguay. Eighteen own 
and operate railroads—namely: Argentina, 
Australia, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Brazil, 
Canada, Cape of Good Hope, Chile, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Guatemala, India, Japan, 
Norway, Portugal, Russia, and Sweden. 
Three others, Greece, Holland, and Italy, 
own part of their railroads, but do not oper. 
ate any, leasing all the present mileage to pri- 
vate companies. 

The passenger charges per mile in Great 
Britain average 4.42 cents for first-class, 3.20 
cents for second-class, and 1.94 cents for 
third-class. In France the averages are 3.86, 
2.86, and 2.08 cents respectively. In Ger- 
* many they are 3.10, 2.32, and 1.54 cents. 
In the United States the average charge is 
2.12 cents. The average charges on freight 
per ton per mile are in Great Britain 2.80 
cents, in France 2.20, in Germany 1.64, and 
in the United States 1 cent. The interest on 
capital invested in railroads is 4.1 per cent in 
the United Kingdom, 3.8 in France, 5,1 in 
Germany, 5.3 in Russia, 3.1 in Austria, 4.6 
in Belgium, and 3.1 per cent in the United 
States. None of these figures give encour- 
agement to the advocates of State ownership 
of railroads. 

In Austria about 4 pe: cent of the railway 
mileage is owned and 73 per cent operated 
by the State. Upon the expiration of char- 
ters, not exceeding ninety years, thelines and 
realty pass to the government, but the equip. 
ment remains the property of the private 
owners, The tariffs are subject to revision 
every three years by the government, which 
has the power to reduce rates if the net earn- 
ings exceed 15 per cent. In Canada about 
one,tenth of the 15,000 miles of railroad is 
owned and operated by the governmept, 
which fact resuited in a loss of more than 
$600,000 in 1892, About five-sixths of the 
French lines are operated by private com- 
panies, but ultimately will become the prop- 
erty of the government. The system isa 
mixed one of State and private ownership. 
In Germany nearly 90 per cent of the rail. 
road mileage is owned by the government, 
which is required to operate the lines in the 
interest of general traffic. In the United 
Kingdom the ownership is private, but strin- 
gent regulations are provided by law and ad- 
ministered by the Railway Commission and the 
Board of Trade. Italy has tried both and has 
concluded it is not advantageous for the State 
to own and operate the railways. Under the 
present system private companies operate 
them under contract wi:h the government. 
In Russia the government owns and operates 
about 40 per cent, and nearly all of the rest 
have received subsidies from it. In this 
country several of the States have tried 
ownership in alimited way. [Illinois con- 
structed a road at a cost Of $1,000,- 
000 and disposed of it for $100,000. 
Indiana hada similar experience. Georgii 
owns a railroad, but found it expedient to 
lease it toa private company. Pennsylvania 
constructed one from Philadelphia to Colum- 
bia, but sold it later. Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, and several other States tried the experi- 
ment without success. o- 

These statements are compiled from exist- 
ing sources of informaiion. They should be 
studjed by the men in this country who are 
advocating State ownership of railroads asa 
reform measure. The facts all tend to prove 
that it would increase the cost of service to 
the public, with no gain in efficiency or con- 
venience, while it would not improve the 
condition of the great mass of the men em- 
ployed on the lines. That afew of the labor 
bosses, those who succeeded in riding into 
power under the new order of things, would 
gain power and profit may not be denied, but 
it would be at the expense of the community 
and with not the least benefit to the rank and 
file of the toilers on the lines. The labor agi- 
tators advocate State ownership because of 
the advantage they hope it would give them, 
and not in any expectatuon of good to the 
men who foolishly. and blindly follow their 
dictation in demanding that the State shall 
ow1vand operate all the means of production, 
transportation, and distribution. 
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BRICE, sd AR, AND FREE SILVER. 

Senator Caivin $ Brice, the sugar trust, and 
the free silverite monometallists had it pretty 
much their own way in the Ohio Democratic 
convention yesterday. A strong effort was 
made to pass a resolution of censure on 
Brice for his action on the tariff bill, but he 
prevented it from being even introduced, 
warding it out of the convention by the threat 
that if not upheld he would resign his place 
in the Senate, in which case Gov. Mekiniey 
would appoint a Republican to serve during 
the remainder of the term. This would not 
have destroyed the nominal Democratic 
majority in the Senate, but for al] that it was 
an unpleasant prospect for many of the del- 
egates, and they were taken down by the 
bluff.” They surrendered to Brice and the 
sugar trust. At the same time the convention 
by a vote of 467 to 328 adopted a resolution 
favoring the election of United States Sena- 
tors by the people—an. indirect slap at the 
Senator from Oyork. 

Unappalied by the misery that was brought 
on the industrial interests of the country by a 
year and a half of paralysis anticipatory to 
the passage of the new tariff law the members 
of the convention resolved in favor of such 
further reductions as can be made, to the end 
that purely protective duties be abolished.’’ 
Of course the declaration could not have been 
made without the utterly false statement that 
the business depression was caused by the 
McKinley la #, and that the strikes, low wages, 
and low prices for farm products were results 
of that legislation. They completely lost 
sight of the high-sounding promises which 
numerous Democratic orators had made to 
induce the workingmen and farmers to vote 
for Cleveland—namely: that the city toilers 
would be better o the agriculturists re- 
ceive $1.25 per tor their wheat. The 
blank impudence of the allegition is so as. 
tounding that it might be admired as a sample 
of what colossal cheek can accomplish were

LARGE INCREASE OF GOLD COIN. 

When Senator Dubois of Idaho wrote about 
what he calls tne “steady, constant, never 
ceasing contraction of the currency be could 
not have known that within a day or two 
thereafter the Director of the United States 
Mint would furnish a statement of facts com- 
pletely upsetting his position. Mr. Preaton 
reports that our gold coinage during the last 
fiscal year amounted to $99,.474,912.50, or 
very nearly a hundred million dollars. while 
for the fourteen months ending with August 
the amount coined was $108,089,412.50. 
The coinage of gold for the last fiscal year is 
greater than that of any other in the history 
of the mint except 1881. The activity was 
due to the supposed necessity of reducing our 
large supply of bullin into coin to meet the 
heavy drain on the Treasury which was caused 
by the panic of last year. The result has 
been an addition of about $1.50 per capita to 
the total volume of money in circulation, 
while Senator Dubois and others have prated 
ignorantly of steady, constant, never-ceas- 
ing contraction.”’ 

The Director also states that there is a big 
gain in gold production. He figures the re- 
turns for this year from the United States 
alone will exceed 42 millions, being an in- 
crease of nearly seven millions over the pro- 
duction of 1893, which was the best year for 
some time heretofore. He estimates that 
another 28 millions will have been minted by 
the close of next December. He says 
that during last month the’ deposits 
of gold bullion at the United States 
assay office at Denver have been 
from $600,000 to $700,000, against an av- 
erage pf less than $125,000 last year. He 
regards the great stimulus to gold mining as 
being due to the small profit resultmg from 
silver mining at the present low price ot sil- 
ver. In 1891 our gold production was $33,- 
175,000, in 1892 it was $83,000,000, and 
for 1893 it was but a few thousands short of 
$36,000,000, If, therefore, for the present 
year it reaches $48,000,000, as he confident- 
ly expects, it will be a guin of very nearly 
ten millions over the average production of 
the last five years. 

Mr. Preston expects to see during the clos. 
ing months of, the year a substantial addition 
to the gold reserve as a result of heavy de- 
posits of this domestic gold at the assay office 
in return for greenbacks. The gains of the 
last two or three weeks have been in part due 
to this cause. So he intimates a belief that 
the domestic production this year, besides 
being a valuable addition to the gold stock of 
the country, will be something of a factor in 
the restoration of the gold reserve to its legal 
amount of 100 millions. 
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A rEGULAR school of sociology has been 
organized under the care of the Society for 
Education Extension at Hartford, Conn. The 
achool will have among its objects research 
into past and present social conditions, in- 
struction in all branches of social sei- 
ence, publication of social literature, 
and the testing of scientific conclusions under 


professional supervision—in other words, ap- 


plied sociology. The curriculum will cover 
the period of three years and the courses are 
under the charge of distinguished scholars 
and professors from various institutions of 
learning. The school will be open to men 
and women alike anda degree will be con- 
ferred on the successful completion of the 
three years’ course. The founding of the 
first professional institution of this kind is a 
significant sign of the times and also an im- 
portant event in the history of education.

Salvador shou'd present her case, and 
if, according to the laws of Salvador, the 
prisoners were guilty, then Salvador should 
demand their dxtradition, leaving the United 
States Government to say whether it will de- 
liver them up or not. Should Ezeta and his 
companions be surrendered the case against 
them would be so complete nothing would re- 
main but to sentence them and carry out the 
sentence, which undoubtedly would be death.“

Most of today’s session of the national con- 
vention of locomotive flremen was given up 
to the election of officers. Business was 
rusbed, so the convention will likely close 
business tomorrow night. Grand Master 
Frank P. Sargent of Terre Haute was re- 
elected by acclamation. Adopting the recom- 
mendation of the Grand Master to create the 
offices of Second and Third Vice-Grand Mas- 
ters they were also elected this morning. J. 
J. Hannahan of Englewood, III., was re- 
elected First Vice-Grand Master on thesecond 
ballot, but hadn’t many votes to spare, Sar- 
gent’s friends trying hard to beat bim be- 
cause of his aid to Debs in the sympathy 
strike. There were four candidates for the 
place. There were also four candidates each 
for the other two Vice-Grand Masterships. 
and there was considerable buttonholing of 
the delegates. Charles A. Wilson of Phillips- 
burg, N. J., was elected second Vice- 
Grand Master and Charles W. Maier 
of Parsons, Kas., four years a popular mem- 
ber of the Grand Board of Trustees, was 
chosen Third Vice-Grand Master. Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer Frank W. Arnold of 
Terre Haute was reélected without opposi- 
tion. 

Eugene V. Debs having resigned as editor 
of the Firemen’s Magazine, W. S. Carter of 
Taylor,’ Tex., was elected to the place. The 
Grand Executive Board was elected as fol- 
lows: E. A. Ball, Stratford, Ontario; H. N. 
Lamb, Garrett, Ind.; Asa Dillon, Ellis, Kas. ; 
F. J. May, Halstead, Pa.; D. J. Byrne, Port- 
land, Oge. The Grand Trustees areas fol- 
lows: W. F. Hynes, Dennis, Colo.; A. H. 
Sutton, Decatur, Ill.; A. H. Hamley, New 
York City. 

The installation of the officers concluded 
the business of the day. It is probable that 
the next convention will be held in Evans 
ville, Ind., although Terre Haute, Detroit, 
Galveston, and Milwaukee are all after it. 

The consideration of the report of the com- 
mittee on constitution and by-laws was re- 
sumed and adopted. most important 
change is that which divides the beneficiary 
department into three classes of insured. All 
members under the amended constitution are 
compelled to enter the $500 clase; then if a 
member so elects he can join the $1,000 or 
the $1,500 class. Under the old system the 
only policy was one for $1,500, and during 
these hard times many members have been 
compelled to retire from the order owing to 
their inability to pay their dues. 


TO OPEN WITH NON-UNION MINERS. 


McBride Falls to Settle the Massillon Dis- 
trict Troubles. 

CLEeveLanD, O., Sept. 19.—([Special, |The 
final effort to arrange a settlement of mining 
troubles in the Massillon district has resulted 
in failure and nothing remains but to open 
the mines with non-union miners.

When 
they separated they had entirely failed to ac- 
complish the object for which Mr. McBride 
had n summoned. Capt. Zeerbe said to- 
night there seems to be no hope of a compro- 
mise and the committee baving the matter in 
charge will undoubtedly open the mines with 
other labor.

The Secretary 
upholds strikes. Resolutions dealing with the 
single tux and independent politica! questions 
were referred to committee. The convention 
will not take any political action until Fri- 
day. The report shows that the order has

Nov. gentlemen, we'll do this thing 
neatly, said the suave Donnelly. who lifted 
the whee! from the table and handed it to 
Cerf, who in turn transferred it to two detect- 
ives, who carried it down the stairway into the 
saloon. An obliging colored man opened the 
door for their exit.

GAMBLERS’ FRIENDS JUMP TOO QUICKLY. 


Replevin Suits for Stuff That Hadun't Been 
Taken at All. 

Intimacy with justice-shop methods in re- 
plevin matters made the gamblers’ friends 
overreach themselves in their hurry to check- 
mate the results of warrants issued by Judge 
Brentano. Replevin suits were instituted in 
the office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court for 
property sworn to be in the hands of the Sher. 
iff, He had made no raids and had conse- 
quently no gambling implements to turn 
over. The affidavits may have been made 
undder a misapprehension, but it is also pos- 
sible that the signers may have thought they 
would keep until the Sheriff did take a hand 
in the raids, a course that Chief Deputy Ste- 
vens doubtless will take today in the absence 
of Sheriff GilLert. The replevin business in 
the Circuit Court Clerk's office began when 
William Baldwin asked for the return of four- 
teen tables, three roulette wheels, four faro 
boxes, 4,000 poker chips, six round tables, 
and five casekeepers. his affidavit was filled 
out, itis said, by an employé of Baldwin, 
who thought it was the Sheriff wha had ruid- 
ed No. 14 Quincy street. Baldwin signed the 
affidavit under the same belief. ter he 
learned the repievin should have been on a 
constable. This upper court replevin started 
the day’s business. Robert McKay com- 
menced two suits, the first calling for proper- 
ty valued at $300. 

The first affidavit read for six tables, 4,000 
chips, three lay-outs, three cases with rims 
and centers, and three wheels, which plaintilf 
stated were contained in the els room 
occupying the second and third floors of No. 
134 Clark street, The second affidavit was 
for fourteen tables, 8,000 chips, four lay- 
outs, four cases, and four wheels contained 
in the gambling room No. 174 Clark street. 

A. F. Baughman made an affidavit that the 
Sheriff had seized ten tables, 8,000 chips, 
two roulette tables and wheels. and ten check 
trays ail of the value of $1,500. 

John V. Oliver wanted eight tables and 
9,000 chips, and W. W. Charles swore the 
Sheriff had 22,400 chips and twenty-five 
tables that he would like returned. 

One replevin suit was begun in the Superior 
Court. It was over affidavit of Willar 8. 
Brodie, who swore that the Sheriff was un- 
lawfully — 1 — fato tables, two roulette 
wheels, three hazard tables, four dozen 
chaire, two round tables, one safe, one desk, 
one ice box, some pictures, one blackboard, 
one telegraph instrument, one set of sheets, 
one wooden partition, twelve chairs, 
one platform, one mirror, and one 
clock, the property being of the vatue 
of $1,000. These goods comprise the outtit 
of the gambling and pool rooms of the House 
of David. The bond to protect the Coroner, 
who alone can serve replevin writs on the 
Sheriff, is signed by W. J. Fagan. 

The plaintiffs in these suits tried to get them 
dismissed before the afternoon was out. 
Baughman and nanan succeeded. Brodie's 
suit is still on because he did not take proper 
means to secure its dismissal. 

Attorney C. H. Morris, who represents some 
of the replevin suit plaintiffs, said the suits 
were brought under a misapprehension. The 
men making the affidavits, he said, had been 
told of seizures that had not been made. and 
they acted on wrong informaticn. The 
plaintiffs in some instances are mortgage 
brokers. 

A precedent already has been established in 
regard to the service of such search warrants 
as have been placed in the Sheriff’s hands. 
During the term of Sheriff Matson Judge 
Anthony issued warrants against gambling- 
houses, and they were promptly executed by 
Deputy Sheriffs Leibrandt and Neil Graves, 
They captured a great quantity of gambling 
apparatus, which Judge Anthony ordered to 
be destroyed forthwith in the furnaces of the 
County Building. But as there happened to 
be no fire in the furnaces at the time the 
deputies carted tables, cards, faro boxes, 
bushels of chips, and other dévices to the Chi- 
eago River, which swallowed up the contra- 
band goods. ) 


SPECIAL GRAND JURY FOR GAMBLING. 


The Rev. W. 8. Clark Says the Fight Is to 
a Finish. 

The Rev. W. G. Clark, Chairman of the 
Citic Federation’s Committee on Gambling, 
will submit a report of the raidsso far atta 
meeting of the federation at the Commerce 
club this evening.

COMBINE TO RUN THE FEDERATION OUT 


Gamblers in a Deal to Protect Themselves 
and for a Long Fight. 

The gambiers are following the example of 
their allies, the Clark street constables, and 
propose to form a protective aasocia- 
tion theinsel ves. A meeting was 
held at 11 down-town gambling 
house Tuesday night. The Civic Federation 
claims to have a list of seventy-five gambling 
establishments. Haif that number of men— 
boss gamblers—attended the meeting. 
tirst call was for money with which to engage 
counsel to resist the war of the 
Civie Federation, but the keepers of 
games outside of the business district 
would not consent to give up money 
for any such purpose. Despite this lack of 
harmony the gamblers determined on united 
action, and will fight the Civic Federa tion 
to the end. They claim all the victories 


are theirs so far, and believeS that by dragging 


the cuses along through all the legal avenues 
open to sharp lawyers they will be able to win, 
If the raiding becomes methodical and general 
the gambiers will resort to contrivances 
other than writs of replevin and riot warrants 
for safety, for these will be exploded in the 
courts and in time become inoperative. One 
of the schemes which they may adopt 
will be the erection of great steel doors like 
that at Varnell's, which will resist anything 
short of dynamite. Wen u raid is made so 
much time will be consumed in battering 
down these barriers that the gamblers will 
have aimple time to conceal their implements 
and tools, 

So far as stopping gambling is concerned 
the efforts of the Civic Federation have not 
yet had any great effect. Of course, many 
players have been kept away by fear 
ot raids, jn which force may 
be used by both sides, and the 
falling off is noticeable to the owners of the 
games, But all the houses were run- 
ning wide open last night, with trusty 
armed men of fightmg fame on hand 
to resist invaders. Constables bo- 
ered about with writs ready to outwit 
any raiders. Matt Pinkerton told a reporter 
for Tun Tursune that Deputy Coroners were 
on hand ready to respond with the writs of re- 
plevin taken out in the office of 
the Circuit Court Clerk yesterday in 
case any Deputy Sheriffs raided the establish- 
ments with the warrants issued. from Judge 
Brentano’s court. No Deputy Coroners couid 
be found with writs last night. 

While the police cannot see gambling- 
houses down- town, where the air is smoky, 
their vision is acute in the suburbs, where the 
air is clearer and where opposition to the 
gamblers’ trust is not considered good form. 
Yesterday officers raided the billiard hail of 
Henry Boler, No. 173 Fifty-first street, and 
arrested Boler as keeper of the place and 
four inmates: James Howard, 17 years old; 
Olaf Olson, 19; L. K. Jones, 30; and Parel 
Groot, 20. The police claim that Boler has 
had a poker game going on in connection 
with the billiard hall. 


CLELAND SATISFIED WITHTHE OUTLOOK 


Federation Plans Moving Along Harmoni- 
ously- Gilbert Returns Today. 

J. McKenzie Cleland. attorney for the Civic 
Federation, said last evening that he was 
satisfied with the work so far done, even 
though the plans laid out in some cases have 
been somewhat frustrated. He said: The 
moral effect of that raid is of incalculable 
benefit. Of course we would have been better 
pleased had we secured the furniture we were 
after. We were disappointed this morn- 
ing when Justice Underwood did 
not order the furniture taken 
from No. 14 Quincy street destroyed at once. 
We did not intend that the steps we had taken 
in the courts of record should be made public 
so soon, as Judge Brentano ordered ail the 
papers suppressed. But there appears to 
have been a leak somewhere, and perhaps 
when the Sheriff's men go to execute some of 
the papers they will find that the articles we 
sought have been taken away. But these are 
only trifling discouragements, and the work 
will go right on, and undoubtedly with all the 
success we wish after the courts of record are 
set in full motion. 

Sheriff Gilbert will get home today and the 
warrants that have * issued by Judge 
Brentano will be served under his direction. 
There has been no refusal on the part of the 
Chief Deputy to make the searches calied for 
in the warrants, but itis his desire undoubt- 
edly to await the return of his superior. 


TO CHECK REPLEVIN SCHEME. 


Judge Brentano Issues Warrants for House 
of David and Newport Ciub. 

When the Civic Federation found out how 
easily the gamblers secured the codperation 
of Justices of the Peace in the matter of se- 
curing writs of replevin it sent a man to 
Judge Brentano so that search warrants 
might be sworn out ina court of record and 
replevin industry checked. G. N. Holdcroft 
represented the federation, and in his affi- 
davit praying for warrants there are serious 
charges against Justices of the Peace. The 
search warrants asked were for the House of 
David and the Newport club. On the strength 
of the affidavit of Holdcroft the warrants were 
issued by Judge Brentano and placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff's officers for service. 


VARNELL TO PROSECUTE PERSECUTORS. 


He Is Weary of Blackmailing 
Letters and Threats. 

I have no interest in any gambling 
house, said Harry Varnell yesterday. The 
place over my saloon is not mine. Of course 
I lease the premises. I am pursued by black- 
mailers day and night. I receive blackmail- 
ing letters, and the fellows call at my house to 
shake me down, or try to. Il have been consult- 
ing my lawyer, and if he so advises I propose 
to have a lot of these fellow arrested. I 
offered the men who occupy the 
premises above my saloon with gambling 
implements $3,000 in cash for their lease. 
Not because I'ma goody goody, but I don’t 
want to be bothered. I guess it is the Civic 
Federation that is after tne boys this time 
and they are going at their work pretty 
lively. There are honest and sincere men in 
that organization I know, but some of the 
fellows'they employ are no good and I’m 
going to make them stop bothering me.“ 


OONTRAOT DIAMOND OUTTERS ENTER 


Officials Suspect the Gemworkers Now Ar- 
riving Come Contrary to Law. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 19.—| Special. }— 
The immigration officials of the Treasury De- 
partment are having considerable trouble 
just now on account of the large number 
of diamond-workers who are arriving at New 
York and are supposed to be entering the 
country in violation of the contract labor law. 
The provision of the new tariff law imposing 
a duty on cut and set diamonds but allowing 
uncut diamonds to come in free of duty is 
giving quite an impetus to the cutting and 
setting of diamonds in this‘country and has 
made an increase in the demand for workers 
in these gems. :

morrow morning and his attorneys said in all 
probability he would give bond. It also came 
out that the big fellow, followed probably by 
Abrahams, unless a higher power intervenes, 
will plead insanity. This isa new departure 
in train robbery annals and will be watched 
with a great deal of interest, The plea will 
be made that the strong, active, pernicious, 
and law-breaking mind of Mr. McDauiels so 
controlled the two men that they were com- 
pletely in his power and did his bidding with- 
out a word of protest. ' 

When the fact that an assault indictment 
only had been returned there was a lot of vig- 
orous and denunciatory comment by the 
officers.

VOIOE OF THE PEOPLE 


The Income Tax. 

PrrrspurGe, Kas., Sept. 17.—[ Editor of The 
Tribune. -I notice an editorial in your issue of 
the 15th inst. headed MacvVeagh and the Income 
Tax, in which Mr. MacVeagh is quoted as using 
the fact that England imposes an income tax as 
a reason why it is 4 good and proper form of 
taxation and should therefore be adopted and 
supported here. The two cases are not parallel, 
although in your article I do not see you make 
the point I wish to, nor have I in all the articles 
in reference to the income tax law which I have 
read in Tun Trisune and elsewhere, including 
the speeches by Senator Hill and others in Con- 
gress, seen taken what I consider the best ground 
of argument against this law, especially when 
used as a parallel to the situation in Great 
Britain. . 

As 1 understand it the income tax in that coun- 
try is the only direct tax a merchant or manu- 
facturer is called upon to pay, the balance of the 
revenue being raised principally by the tax on 
liquor or tobacco. The local taxes throughout 
the provinces, such as road, poor, and school 
taxes, are all paid ty the tenantry of the coun- 
try, based on the anfount of rental they pay. I 
other words, the merchant, manufacturer, 
banker, and capitalist pay no tax on an assessed 
valuation, as is the case here, nor does the owner 
of lands in that country pay taxes on an assessed 
valuation, a very small imperial land tax of so 
much per acre being the extent of taxes on land. 
By this it is seen that if there be no income there 
is no tax, no matter how much money or valua- 
ble merchandise of property may be owned by 
the citizen. To all who know the conditions that 
now obtain here 4s to taxation this view of the 
case must present 4 startling lack of similarity 
between the two Tou- of taxation. 

For example. one of your Chicago mer- 
chants whose inventory of stock is $100,000. It 
is assessed, say, at 50 per cent of actual value, or 
$50,000. ‘The rate of taxes ia Chicago I do not 
know, but as an example it does not matter, and 
we will say 4 per cent. which includes State, 
county. r. schoel, and city rates combined. If 
the merchant's net profits are 8 per cent on his 
capitol or inventory his income is $8,000. His 
taxes are as follows: 

Local—4 per cent bn 650.00 %o. . 82,000 
Income tax —2 per cent on $8,000 


Total tax $2,160

tax rates in Great Britain in order to show just 
what a merchant in that country similarly situ- 
ated would have to pay as taxes, but he would 
not have the $2,000 local taxes to per.

Deputy County Treasurer Brennan's Sig-

Attorney Prendergast, for the complainant, 
tried yesterday to place in evidence the first 
warrant which was given to Holland by the 
county officials in payment of his work. It 
was for $1,636, but was never paid. Attor- 
ney Judd objectad to its introduction, and a 
long legal discussion énsuéd betore the 
Judge, during which the jury was taken from 
the box. 
Judd was that the warrant was not admissible 
until its legality was strictly proved. He 
raiséd the point that it was not by the 
then County Treasurer, Wilham C. Seipp, 
but by his deputy, Thomas Brennan. 
Judge Windes concluded to admit all of the 
warrants issued to the plaintiff by the County 
Treasurer, providing that the signatures to 
them could be verified. . There are seven war- 
rants for an average amount of $200 each. 
Ex-Deputy Treasurer Tom Brennan was put 
on the stand and identified all the warrants. 
He said they were signed by himself as repre- 
senting County Treasurer Seipp, with the ex- 
ception of two, which were signed by the 
Treasurer personally. Judge Windes held 
the signature of the Deputy was 
sufficient and that the signatures were proper- 
ly verified. The warrants were accordingly 
admitted in evidence. Mr. Hoiland then 
testified to the bills which he delivered to the 
County for the work done by his 
concern, His testimony occupied the re- 
mainder of session of court.
